Agent Stephan's Theorien.

The quarrel which has been golog on for
many months botweoen military oMocrs and
olvil ofMeers at Standing Rock presents an
fllustration of the cross purposes in our so-
called system of Indian administration,

The Btanding Rook agenoy, on the upper
Missourl, In Dakota Territory, 18 the one
which Gen. Tenuy has forcibly deseribed as
being, until of late, ** corruption organized,"
and *“a very sink of Iniquity.” The army
ofcers st Fort Yates, near by, nothlng loth
to make a point ngainst the Indian Bureau,
uncovered the frauds; and the resali was o
revolution {n the manngemont of the agoncy.
Chagrined at the seandals, the bureau ap-
poluted aa Its new agent o man of lntegrity,
thoe Rev, Mr, Srerpax. The newcomer, a
novice in the Indian country, who never had
been at any other agency, and never had
soen Indinns exoept In the presence of troops,
retainod a number of the old employvecs,
who seem to have projudiced his mind
against Lieut.-Col. Canuiy, the post com-
mandant at Yates,

Dafore long there was open hostllity be-
twoeen Col, Canrax and Agont BTEPHAN, and
the latter made a sorles of complaints
ngainst the post commandant, which were
Investigated by Gen, Terny, whosa report
has now been made publie.

Mr. STEPHAN had many griovances agalnst
Col. Cannry—that he “ called” Indian dnness
and councllsg that bhe loaned the Indlans
firearms; that he gave out hunting passes;
that ho stirred up enmity agaiust the
agent; that he allowed Indlan womes in tho
fort; that he threatened to arrest the In-
dlan pollee; that he selzod the agenvy
trader's clder,

It will not be nocessary to reproduce the
elaborate report n which Gen. TERRY justl-
fles Col. CarriN. More important to the
publie than the question of Individual fneul-
pations and exonerations, (s the foct that n
dispute went on for months between tho nu-
thorities atan agency, furnishing a spectacle
anything but edilylng to the troops, the
elvilian employees, and the Indlans.

In addition, the notions of Agent BTEPHAN
regarding his powers and duties, as rovealed
in the testimony, are ruthor surprising.
Coupled with the theories entertained by
the luckless Ute agent, Mergmn, which
proved fatul to him, they suggest an urgont
need of more careful logislation or ofMloin]
instruction on the subject. The Indlans,
upon Col. CARLIN'S return to the post, after
a prolonged absence, offored him the com-
pliment of o donoe, which he accepted ; and
on one othoer occasion, when visitors woro at
Fort Yates, he nsked Agent BTEPHAN'S con-
sent that the Indians might dance, which
was somewhat ungraciously accordsd. On
atill another occasion, when the Tudian
sonuts held a dance In thelr own quarters,
which other Indluns attended, the agent
sont his Indlan police there to stop the fes-
tivitles, assuming authonty over a United
States military post. Thus, Instead of uni-
furmly encouraging thoe fow pastimes the
Indinns enjoy, the wgent go far tnslsted on
personally dispensing poermissions to dinoe
48 to try to Intertere with the rogularly en-
lsted seouts under Col. CARLIN'S orders.

A liks restriction 8 put by Agoent STEPIIAN
on the Indian councils, Ho complalmsd bes
enuso Col, CanniN, who had been lovited to
neouncll not enlied Ly the agent, put the
statemonts of the Indlans on paper ab their
urgent request. An agent who objects to
ullowing the Indinns any eommuuleation
with the Government exeept through bili-
self, Is gomething of o despot. Goen. TeEnuy
eriticlses suoh notions as follows:

A military ofMeer, IF not ad an oMcer, sirely as &
cllrain, may, withoat impropriety, becaine thie ehannel
wl suck complaints Any sltzen may do Whis The
LIt s, whatever Lo tialr grievances, whatever wrng
they may sLfor, canpol, unasslsted, make thelr 2iim-
plaines heard by the Governwent, and it o8 not b possd
Lip At through wie lKoorance, the ieapaciiv. or even
the dishonesty of An sgent, they shonld suffer wrong.
Are they, then, W be delivered over, bound and gagged,
B Wi hande of an ageug ™

In tho same spirit, the agont lnsists that
Col, Canuiy ahall not lond arms aod ammu-
vitlon to the Indinna for shooting gams
without hils consent, But there are two
other Sloux agenclos close by, the Bpotted
Tall apd the Lower Drulé, whare the
Indlans are not disarmed at all. Loaning
and taking away arms are allke military
measures, over which the agent shonld

bave no gontrol. Arms were taken awny

from the Blanding Rook Indinns gome yoars
ago, boosuso Lhay then happenad to be com-
plieatod with other lodinns hostile and In
the fleld, Agent SyrraAx not only places
restrictions on the loan of arms, but keops
tho Indinns cooped up on a small portion of
thaly resorvation, treatlng as dlsobedient
and unruly thoso who wander fresly abiout
without frat gotting his consent, Gen,
Truuy says that Agont Srrrmax told him
he roquired Indiana to obiain passes if they
wishoad to go more than flfteon or twoeuty
milea from the agensy. "1 donot think,™
says Gen. Texny, “that any one hos the
power to deprive Indinos of that right to
oocupy the whole of their reservation which
Is sasoured to Lthem by troaty.”

On how many rescryations similar restrio-
tione mre in vogue, there are probably no
means of determining, It I8 not burden
enough on the system of management that
frauds abound, bu!, In addition, even honest
wnd well-meaning agents ara found to mis-
apprehend  thelr functions, fancying, os
Gon, Tenny snys, that they are lawglver,
governor, and judge, all in ona,

Hendricks and McDonnld.

We have nover found any eoll on which
human nature did not grow.

It tlourishes in Indisnn,

Hoenoe, ns the old ciassion]l Latins, being
literally loterpretod, would say, all these
tearn.

But we most respectfully submit to Messra,
Hexoricks and MoDoxanp that defeat hing
goow far enough. It may become dangerous.

It wns not unnatural that Mr. Exorisn's
nomination should have been recelved with
sono dogreo of coldness by alder und better
soldlers in his own Btate, when It was firet
mnde sod up to the time of the Btate slection.

Arvnaxy, Oot 18.-1It i only two weoks
to the Preaidential election, It sesmas to bo ad-
mitted on all eides that the State of New York
s the pivot on whioh the resalt will Aually turn.
It is n truth not lees obvlous that the sucoess or
fallure of the Hancook eleotoral tioket in this
Btate will depond upon the sizs of the Demo-
eratlo majorities In the eities of Now York and
Brooklyn, And recent developments show
that the leaders of the Republican party olearly

THE TURKISH KMBARRASBMENY OF
GLADSTUNE,

—

Lawpow, Oct. 1.--It would be amusing, 1If
the folly of tha Government wors not llkely to
{nvolve suah serlouns results, to observe the por-
plexity Into which they have been thrown by
the diplomatia action of Turkey in the guestion
of Montenegro, Tn his Midalothinn spesches,
Mr, Olndstons over and over agnin asaurod his-
andisnee that the policy of the late Govarnment,
whioh ho denounced as ignorant, wickad, and
unorincipied, waa lending the country intoa
dliemamn from whioch it mlght be st oneo extrl-
eated by tho nimple devios of a Faropean son-
oert, noting upon Turkey by means of purely
morn] promsure; and he boldly nsserted that
upou no oecaslon had anch prossurs been ex-
arciand without the Porte lmmedintely yielding.
Thorn was no ons in the numarous meotings at
which ho reltarated thin statemant apparently
saMelently well intormed to polnt out 1ts hilstor-
foal Innoeuraay. For it would be true tosay (hat
upon no onn nocaslon has the Porte svor yialded
to the moral pressure of Europe alone, but, on
the conteary, the aceumulated diplomatio nxpe-
rlonca of conturles proves that nothing short
of vialent measures has ever sncoecded, 1t wan
not until aftar the battle of Navarino that the
Turk yislded tothoss Earopean pownsrs which
ware oombined against her on that oounslon,
It wns not ti!l aftor the Pronch arimy had beon
nctonlly landed In Syrin that the Porte consant-
ad to geant spocial regalations for the govern
mant of the Lebanon: and the fatile result of
the European confersnce at Constantinople,
whioh prooaded tho late Russo-Turkish war,
wis asnfMelontly recont unsuccessful attompt
to apply the principle of moral coercion to
hava warned a government not culpably biind
aanlnst ropeating the exparimant,

But Mr. Gladstons was not burdenad with the
roaponsibliities of oMoe when ho was so glibly
prescribing remedies for the complicated politi-
enl situstion abroad; and it would have been
better for him {f he had confined himeaslf to
reckloes denuncintion, Instend of golng on to
Iovent impoesible pponcons, nee jo oMee, he
had no alternative butto prove thelr oMeacy,
and thosa who were familiar with the local con-
ditions had no dioulty in predicting the ab-
surd oonsequences they must involve. At the
samn time, even his enemies balisved that, al-
though the naval demonateation would be pro-
ductive of nothing but mischiof, it would take
pinee, and I wns among tho wory fow
who risked the assertion in a letter to you,
whoen It was fiest proposed, that the eon-
ecert would break down before the allied
sgundron could appear off the const of Al-
banin, ana that there would never boe A na-
val demonstration of the flests of six Enroponn
powers on that coast atall. Buoh has, in faet,
proved the cnse; itgot o8 far ue nasambling st
Ragusa, to!go toTAlbania, but it hns nover got
under woligh for the const of Turkey, and I don's
think over will. Both of Mr, Gladstone's confl.
dent prodictions, which showed a complete mis-
apprehonsion of European politics, have thus
beon signally falsified, First, that n European
conoert for the applisation of moral pressura
wis possible: and secondly, that If it had
been possible, it would have achleved anything
axtept reoponing the whols Eastern question,

It is lamentabla to ses the Ministars of a
groat country llke Enginnd making them-
solvesa the lnughineg stock of Europo by In«
augurating a poliey based upon assumptions
which have had their origin In the feminine
vanity and ohildish lgnorancs of a politieal
[nontie, It Is smnll consolation for the hu.
milintion to which they have thns exposed
the eountry to be iold that the other Euro-
pean oations who bave jolned ue look as ridieu-
lous ns oursslves. We haye some indioations
of the motives which ioduced them to follow
Mr, Gindstonn's lead (n a late number of the
Gérman National Zeitung, which kindly ex-
plaions that * Europe has allowed Mr. Giadstono
to have his way, just ns one allows an
impetuons mod violent man o reduce his
actions to absurdity by allowing bim a freo
hand rather than attempt to influence him
by ratlonal cousiderations, Mr. Giadstone
will hbavo soms trouble In extricating bimselt
from the bog into which he hus choken to walk,
nond (it would be no small venture to lend Lim s
helping band.” In other words, it ls evident
that all our kind European [riends have bean
laughing in thelr slseves, and haviog pushed
us into the mess intend to leave us thare, No
power hias declared this more categorically than
Franoce, and it (s due to justice to say that she
objected to the whole polley from the first,
and has only followed reluctantly at & groat
distance,

Russln, on the other hand, has besn fooling
Mr, Gladatone to the top of his bent, and is now
proposing to bim to throw over the European
concert as no longer practicabls, and go hand
in hand with Russin to Btamboul itaslf, It
would appear that the Cabinst couneil which
met yestorday gravely considered this proposi-
tion. The spactacia of the Engliah and Russian
allied Asats foroing the Dardanclles and anchor-
ing off the Golden Horn,with a view, I suppose,
ol bombarding the undefended oity of Constan-
timople, or Innding a fores of marines and blue
jackets to foros the Guto of Yildls Klosk and
make tho Bultan prisoner, is one which the
wildest flight of political imagination ecould
never have campassed, It needed a Minister of
Mr, Gladstone's orlwinal genius to deviso
it, the object of all this display belng to foroe the
Bultan toband over to a wretahed, barbarous
littls Btate, which is subaidized and practi-
cally governed by Russia, a few square
milea of barren rock and a collection
of tumbledown bovels on (he mseashors,
Iapeak from local knowledge, for I was once
within two miles of the now world-famous vil-
lage of Dulclgno. Instead of golng from Beu-
tarl to Antivarl by the regular road, [ desoandad
the Doyann to Gorles, whers Riga Pasha has
now established & camp, and rode from there
across (o Aptivarl.
